CLAIMS OF FENIANS AGAINST THE N. 

Wasuixeron, April 26.—{t will be remem- 
bered that soon after the Joint High Com- 
mission met the Canadian Government sub- 
mitted its bill for damages arising from the 
Fenian invasions. These haye never been 
serioutly considered by the Commission, on 
the. ground thet they did not come within the 
basis of the agreement for the formation of 
the Commission.

cit zens against Great Britagp due.notice will 
be given to the public. In another letter the 
Secretary guardedly intimates that the pres- 
ent Commission may agree On an in teruation- 
al arbitration for all clasees of claims arising 
between the citizens of the United States and 
Great Britain, and vice tersa. But the prin- 
ciple of the Fenian claims on either side has 
not been considered by the present Joiut 
Comission. 

CIVIL SERVICE REFORM, 

By the act of March 34, the President is 
autborized to inaugurate civil service 
reform in the appointments to* be 
made to office in the future, and 
$10,400 was appropriated last week to 
pay the expenses of prescribing rules and 
regulations for the admission of persons into 
the civil service. The law was promulgated 
to-day, and, as it is discretionary, there is 
no little interest felt to see what course the 
President will pursue in enforcing it. The 
idea now seems to be to form a commission 
of turee persons to examine applicants for 
office.

How Royal Rewards are Bestowed-— 
Niggardly Treatment of 
Von Moltke. 


HOHMENZOLLERN THURBI? i, 


(From the London Spectator.) 

The immense and, as it were, self-dependeat 
stresgth of the Prussian monarchy is shown 
in mothing 80 clearly as io the way the Ho- 
beuzollerns have mainteined the tradition of 
thriftiness in the bestowal of rewards. They 
have vever had to buy anybody. From first 
to last, from the first King to the first Em- 

eror, the sovereigns oi Prussia have 
been exceptionally independent withic their 
domiurous—have been as individuals wealthy, 
and have followed a old, far-reach- 
ing avd ambitious line of policy. With 
territories little larger than Holland, and a 
country iar leas rich, they ciaimed aod maiao- 
tained a posiuon among tLe mughtiest potea- 
tates of the world, resented the faintest slight 


ecedents even in the Emperor of Germany. 

‘ney have oceupied precisely the position 

which tewpis men to spend most lavishly, 
yet tuey have maintained for one hundred and 
fifty years, throuzh six generatious—iv their 
otficial policy as in their housebold manage- 
ment—a tradition of thrift, pushed often to 
cbeesepeiring parsimony. ne mén in the 
live was a kind o! porthern Bourbon, wastiog 
wealth in sterile maguiticence au 
coarse vOluptuousness; but he did not breuk 
the tradition, and to this hour the Hobenzul- 
lerns are served better than any prioces of 
Europe, and give their servants smaller re- 
wards.

. THE PRUSSIAN SYSTEM. 


How Von Moltke Recruits His Staff. 
One of the peculiarities of the Prussian 
army system is, that it is ruled by the stati, of 
which Von Moltke 18, and has long been, the 
head and the educator. Its members are not 
dedicated to this service originally, but are 
simply a collection of officers of approved 
talents and acquirements, taken from the va- 
rious departments of the service, called to 
headquarters, and then educated especially.in 
addition, for the work to which thev are to be 
benceforth devoted. The manner cf this se-

accesso studies, mathematica, geodesy 
tniversal history, literature, the elements of 
philosophy, general geograpby,. chemistry, 
experimental physics, and French, Euglish 
and Russian, The course lasts. three years; 


bine months of each of the filet two are given 


to study, and the remaiving three months 
(in autumn) are passed with the segimeat io 
the field maneuvres. In the tiird year, ia- 
struction is giveninthe daties peculiar to the 
staff, and a month is passed withthe profes- 
sors ina jcurney through some rough coua- 
try, which 1s carefully studied with reference 
to reconpoisances, outpost du’y, and the en- 
campment of troops; and the stydents are 
practiced in eketching. The school caurse 
over there takes place in what is called the 
‘first choice.”’ he officera allgo back to 
their regiments withvut exa:nination or classi- 
fication, but the professors. nominate twelve

thing. We abate none of our hostility to 
the Kuklux; and we claim to have done 
something to organize public opinion 
against them. We urged the Kentucky 
Legislature to pass a special act to cover 
the case. The result of our action is a 
marked diminution of crime. The Con- 
gressional act is not designed nor calculat- 
ed to quell disturbance or punish murder. 
It is an act of war, declaring a rebellion 
to exist which does not exist, clothing a 
partisan President with extraordinary 
martial powers, and arranging a plan for 
hedging a general election round with bay~ 
oneta to. be commanded by oné of the can- 
didates for the office of Chief Magistrate. 
Does the Pittsburg Commercial no dit- 
ference ina Kuklux bill passed by Con- 
gress on the assumption of a state of war, 
and passed atthe instance of an avowed 
spirit of hostility to the great body of the 
people of the South, and a Kuklux bill 
provided by the people of the several 
States for their own protection and well- 
being? Is there no difference between a 

meohine tor cupprcscimg thu walt 
ot habeas corpus and a local, self-consti- 
tuted measure for keeping the peace? Is it 
one and the same for Kentucky, through 
her Executive and judiciary, to suppress 
the Kuklux, and for the President of the 
United States, by the aid of bayonets and 
martial Jaw, to suppress Kentucky? We 
think there is. He who is able to make 
no distinction between our criticism upon 
the Kentuéky Legislature ior failing to 
pass a law covering a matter of domestic 
violence and our criticism upon Congress 
for passipg an act setting aside all the 
precedents of our political history and all 
the guarantees of our Constitution, making 
a dictator of the President anda huddle 
of miserable dependents on Federal clem- 
ency of the Southern States, must be in. 
deed both blind and deat. 

A man, may deserve to be. banged. But, 
because he deserves to be hanged, we do 
not propose to drawend quarter him, or to 
burn him at the stake. We do not even 
go about hanging him until he bas been 
indicted, arrested, tned, found guilty and 
‘sentenced, all according to fixed and well- 
defined forms of law. There is almost as 
much in the method as in the law itself. 
The Commercial might as well charge us 
with abetting murder if we should retuse 
to sanction an edict punishing it by means 
of the guillotine instead of the gallows, 
and at the hands of a committee of safety 
instead of a court of justice, as charge us 
with going back on our record against the 
Kuklux because we denounce a measure 
which oversets all established usage 
and creates 1m its place a. partisan tribunal 
supported by mulitary and proscriptive 
appliances. 

The Kuklux bill, as a criminal] proceed- 
ing, 1s simply a scheme to pack the jury- 
box at the instance of one class of citizens 
against the lives and property of another 
Class Of citizeps. It is not a measure of 
justice, based upon legal precedent, but 
an act of war, based only upon despotic 
military practice. Asa civil and political 
question it is much more; it clothes the 
candidate of one party with martial pow- 
ers; it gives him leave to suspend the writ 
of habeas corpus at his pleasure, and to 
order the national troops hither and yon 
at bis will, or on the call of his agents; it 
embraces all the features ofan edict of dic- 
tatorship, and has been arranged to cover 
the period of the Presidential canvass, so 
that the President may not only force his 
nomination, but compel his re-election, or, 
in detault ot this, hold on to his office by 
the aid of the ready plea of rebellion- and 
the use of the resources placed under his 
command. 

We are entirely sincere when we 
express our horror at this monstrosity and 
our amazement at the apathy of the 
people, and our utterance m this regard 1s 
entitied to the more consideration because 
we have given the country every reason to 
acquit us of any servility to party and any 
prejudice, either against black men or 
Union men. This country, and all its free 
institutions, is the common property of the 
people who inhabit it. We have stood for 
the rights of the whole of them, and have 
made mapy sacrifices for the sake of 
vindicating the intelligence and the 
humanity of the South, whose citizens are 
as order-loving, as liberal and as ready to 
bear their burdens and do their duty by a 
Union of equal States as the citizens of 
the North. We have denounced violence 
wherever it has occurred, and shall con- 
tinue to denounce it. We bave stood out 
against proscription whether it was direct- 
ed against black men or white men, wheth- 
er it came from Congress or the Kuklux 
Klan. But this measure of partisan ne- 
cessity—this force bill—is applying to 
murder a new machine unknown to civil- 
ized usage andto our system of govern- 
ment a fatal prize. It is indeed an enter- 
ing wedge, with the butt end foremost and 
the hammer ready raised to strike. If it 
were not intended asa partisan appliance 
—if it were not the result of a conspiracy 
against the liberties of the people and the 
peace of the country—if ft were not a 
deliberate, a crafty, crue] and cold-hearted 
declaration of war on the South—it would 
still be a ruinous blunder, involving the na- 
tional safety by placing before one man 
in power a temptation which should never 
be placed before any man. But, sprung 
as it is from the most dangerous impulses 
of the human heart, born of hate and 
vengeance and partisan corruption and 
the insatiate lust for place which is pro 
duced by long domination, we describe 
within the bounds of tryth and sobriety 
ot language when we say that it is hide- 
ous in all of its features. That it is intended 
to produce bloodshed we do not doubt. It 
is the first overt act ot war in the crusade of

Remarkable as it may ccom to some, it 
bas been proved that, im the treatment oi 
prisoners, a system that supplies plenty of 
good food and fresh air to the convict, 
that furnishes him with constant employ- 
ment and industrial training at some use- 
tu) trade, that stumulates his good conduct 
by rewarding it with increased privileges, 
those more amenable to good influences, 
will be cheapest. to the State from the very 
first, and make regulerly a visible return, 
thet may be seckencd ig monsy;, and an 

inestimable gain — year of some re- 
claimed 

It does not pay to aoe a lot of abandon- 
ed ‘wretches into a hole, il! ventilated and 
ilt Jighted, and leave them to their own 
devices, tor a longer or shorter period, and 
then let them loose at intervals upon so- 
ciety. It does not pay to leave the care of 
convicta, that requires so much judgment 
and calls tor the highest ability, to the 
hands of political partisans. It does not 
pay that those who, through vice and 
crime, have become the wards of the 
State, and for whose reformation and care 
the State is responsible, should be lit to 
the tender mercies of those whose only 
aim is to enrich themselves through con- 
vict labor. The prison discipline of a 
Commonwealth should be uniform 
throughout its whole extent, and 
should be directed by one mund, enlight- 
ened by a knowledge of all that has 
been done and is doing in the field ot 
prison reform all over the world. The care 
ot the State over these its unfortunate 
children should not cease the moment 
they are released from her prison.gates, 
but should continue tq aid and help them 
until they are sécure from the first few 
weeks of temptation that assail them 
on their return to society, when every 
honest door is carefully shut against 
them, every honest eye regards them with 
suspiciop, and, as has been truly said, 
when “the only hand outstretched toward 
them is one that tries to pull down and 
destroy instead of strengthening and up- 
holding.” Only one State in the Union 
has as yet officially made any attempt to 
provide for the convict afier the expiration 
of his sentence, and in only three States is 
there any private action in this direction. 
And yet the reporis ot these societies are 
eacouragipg in the highest degree. 

Ot course it is too much to expect that 
the problems of social science are to be 
solved by merely looking at them, espe- 
cially as it has been but a few years since 
the iact of the existence of such a science 
has been generally admitted. But many o! 
the States are moving in the mght direc- 
tion, and we would not have Kentucky 
among the laggards. At the late national 
congress of all mterested in penitentiary 
and reformatory discipline, which was 
held in October last at Cincinnati, delegates 
were present from Canada, South America 
and irom twenty-five of the States of our 
Uaion. The proceedings of that congress, 
with the various papers read at its meet- 
ings, have just been published in a thick 
octavo volume of over 600 pages by the 
Argus Company, Albany, N. Y. It forms 
a book full of the most valuable and 
interesting articles, written by some ot 
the most earnest and able men of our own 
country and Europe, who have devoted a 
great deal of attention to this subject of 
prison discipline. In a careful examina- 
tion of its contents we have been struck 
with the remarkable union of the loftiest 
ideals with the careful details of practical 
work. We recommend it to the earnest 
study of all to whom the care of convicts 
is intrusted, for it sets forth the results 
attained and the principles established in 
this direction by the best thought of our 
times. It contains also a catalogue of 
werks on criminal law, penalogy and 
prison discipline, thus making it as com- 
plete a manual for this branch of social 
science as has yet appeared.

eleimes to popular, rather than full and 
elatorste. For that reason, we presume, the 
esrly life of Leeis but lightly touched upon, 
and the auihor hurries with all porsible haste 
te the beginning of the civil war, at which 
time Lee was fifty-three vears of age. The 
first twenty pages are ail that are allotted to 
Ppreiiminary matters. We can but regard this 
a8 2 great defect in the plan of the book, only 
to be sceounted for by the pressing vecessity 
of haste. The author must then rest 
content with mere pecuniary gain, 
and must forego the reward of one 
who grapples mightily with a mighty theme. 
Lee’s hive from the beginning of the war, 
however, is told in the style of an earnest ad- 
morrer of the great military chieftain. That 
the book should be anything but « panegyric 
is simply impossible to any one who ever fought 
Confederate flag; 


men On boéch sides may cecasionally be 
pre favorable than they deserve, still, it 
‘must be berse in mind that a correct history 
of great events, one that sball give the proper 
prominerce tO importeat things and pass by 
trivial details, isaiways impossible from those 
who bave borne a part in the occurrences 
themselves. The observer is too near in 
poict of time, and so cannot depict a well- 
proportioned picture. In epite of these de- 
fects to which we have alluded, but which 
the importance of the subject seems to justify 
our mentioning, we bave found the book 
extremciy iuteresting. The writer's style 
is grephic and clear, and the story 
" of the campaigns of the army of Virginia will 
be ead everywhere with delight. So full is 
the sccount, and so much are mapy distia- 
guished soldiers identified with the exploits 
of that army, that the reader will fiod many 
Yateresting pages concerving Jackson, and 
Stuart and others, whose names are so famil- 
jar to nsall. The book is sold only by sub- 
acription, end we predict for the agents the 
mecet cordial reception from our people and 
the most certain and speedy success.

FORCE AND EXPENSES OF THE PRESS. 


Toe Herald hes bad for years the largest 

numbeis of editors, reporters aud correspond- 

ents of any daily in the city,and on the whole 
makes the poore-t use eof them. That office 
has very ordivary material generally, for the 
reason that intellectual and cultivated men 
will not copsent to such totel suppression of 
inoividuality as has always. marked the con- 
cern. Consequently, it is compelled to employ 
many persons to do in a mediocre way whata 
lera number might doin a superior manner. 
The entire staff of the Herald reaches, it is 
said, overtwob men whose salaries 
average $25 a week. Toé entire expenses of 
the establishment are estimated, I underatand, 
at $15, 000 a week on an average—sometimes 
ruvving much bigber, and sometimes mater- 
ially lower. 

The expenses of the Tribune are ranked next. 
Its editors, reporters and correspondents 
Lumber about ove bundred and fifty, and their 
rate of compensation is much higher than oa 
the Herald. The Tribune’s weekly expenses 
are sbout $10,000. During the late Franco- 
German war they were often as much as $20,000 
and they were aiso very large while the rebell- 
on lasted; but $10,000 wa fair average, taking 
menth atter month. 

The Werld bas a large corps of wnters, and 
has the repu‘ation of getting better service 
out of them for less money than any newspa- 
per in the city. Its journalistic attaches are 
almost as pumerous as those of the Tribune, 
though ite expenses are not, I have under. 
st more than $6,000 or $7,000a week. 

The Times is conducted with a email force, 
most of which is resident. Salaries are said 
to be jibera] at home, but rather slender for 
domestic and foreign correspondents, of whom 
it has few compared wi'h the other quartos. 

The employes expenses of the othar 
morning papers are few and small, taking the 
great dailies asa criteriun. As to ‘the evening 
papers, they almost gts consult econom 
be‘ore eaterprise, and thier neat Be — 
extremely judicious, are rarely re

The addrese of J. W. Venable, D. D., of Ver- 
sallies, Ky., the Grand Chaplain of the Grand 
Lodge of the United States, was truly beautiful 
ata inpressive. He epoke so rapidly, however, 
that but few phonograpbers could have followed 
him; albeit his enunciation was clear and dis- 
tinct, every word and sertence golog to the 
beaits of his heaiers. Being introduced by Mr. 
Heywoodg as an Odd Fellow who had spent 
tweetys-five years in serving the objects and pur- 
poses of the ltostitution, devoting hix time and 
talent to the cause of charity everywhere. 

The spesker greeted his brethren with mingled 
emotions of pleasure and of pride, on this the 
‘2d anniversary of the fastitution of the order. 
fo-night Odd Fellows al) over the countrys, 
gatherirg in ball aud temple, were met to re- 
‘urn the voluntary tribute cf grateful hearts to 
the great Jehovah for the blessings which bad 
ome down to us (hrongh halfa century. It 
“as a brotherhood Of vartous tovpgues and of all 
classes apd orders. From tbe borders of the 
Northerp jakee, from the Sierra Nevada, from 
the once distant but now netghboring Pacific 
-lope, from Au-trdélla and the Isles of the Sea, 
the friends of the society were gathered together 
at that hour to congratnlate one another, and to 
celebrate the returning anniversary in an ap- 
propriate manner. 

it was the privilege and the pleasure of the 
speaker te be present at a meeting of Odd Fellows 
in Phuiladeiphia, in 1859—a piace most dtly cho- 
sen. That city pumbered within iis limits 11¢ 
distinct lodges, and 25,000 members, besides a 
vast number of school, colleges, charitable in- 
stitutions, &c.; and it was just such a spot as 
m'gbht be most appropriately selecied for holding 
a festival of the Order. His description of the 
30,008 brethren tm procession, passing along the 
streets, (bronged on either side from pavement 
to housetop, ibe glittering regalia and beautiful 
banpers, the music from fifty bands that thrilled 
aud silired the bearts of the multi:ude, was 
grand ana eloguent. It was the grandest pageant, 
he said, that ever assembled io this country; and a 
glorieus day for the fraternity. This meving 
ima:s Of men Was but a part of the 30U,000 Dreihb- 
ren of the order—who-e numbers, in les; thao 
haifa century, bad swelled tothis proportion 
from April 26,1819, when five members met to 
Orgauize im Baltimore. Within these ffiy-two 
years every department of buman iite bad pro- 
gressed wonderfully. But with all evidences of 
aaVabee Menton every batd, in ecience and art, 
and the conquests of political economy, none 
were +0 gratifying ag the growth of associations 
for the moral aud social improvemeut of man- 
kind—ol! insti utions who-e -pecial mission was 
that of **peace on earth and good will to men 
'O help tbe widow aad the fatheriess, to ‘Visit 
the sick, ame bind up the breken-hearied.”’ 

This society had grownda a balf centurpto 4,000 
lodges in tbe United State, with 300,000 active 
members. These lodges had «xpended for re- 
lef during the year ending September, 1870. 
$860,343; and this sum went, not alone to assis: 
‘be families of todividgal members, but the 
charity was ag widelyand impartially dispensed 
+s humau suffering liself. In the performance 
Of Its bOls€less deeds of love, the fraiecnity nev- 
er rests. Scereelya moment of time passes by 
bul some Weary wanderer is helped along the 
‘ROrBYS ways of life. 

It might seem strange tO some to hear a minis- 
ter speak +0 fervently of a mere human institu- 
tion, Dul With Matters religious the fraternity 
hed po affinity. Maoy entertain a prejudice 
ogainst the Order, regarding it as a form of 
worldly reilgion to the utrer repudiation of the 
church Of God. But this was a great miscon¢ep- 
tion. Odd Fellowship did not profess to teach 
Orjgibal truths; but imeculcated those vircues 
aiona which make men better men, not Chris- 
ttams. It was not religion, nor a substitute there- 
‘Or. It watebes maa Only to the grave, not be- 
sound it; it deals with the living, nos with the 
oead. Its laborsconcern the world; the rela- 
Lions Of man te man.

BE LOOKED AFTER.- 


sous Desecration of Twelfth- 
street Cemetery. 
h complaints are every day made Jn regard 
ue way in which boys and girls treat the 
metery at the corner of Twelfth and Jeflerson 
streets. The numerous birds that few among 
the tree-tops and tung so sweetly bave been 
crivep away by the constant throwing of stones. 
A few oays since a Jady was passing along the 
«treet, apd ome of the rocks, thrown with great 
power, struck her on the bea’, She was severe- 
ly though not seriously hum, and is only one of 
many others treated im tbe same way. 
Tbe boys sometimes congregate 
in farge numbers ana divide into two squads 
the larger boys ipside the tmclosure and the 
emalier ones Outside. The little boys pick up 
the rocks and pass them through the fence to 
the larger ones. Thus a constant supply of mis- 
efies te on hand, and they are used not oniy 
against the likle somgstefs, but against the 
gravestones, the trees, and many otber objects 
of Juvenile wrath andsport. In some instances 
a mark is made op & monument and a regular 
throwing match commenced, which results in 
compietely Qemelishing it, and tbe fragments 
then make fresh material 
The trees ure thus barked and bruised, and 
the grass trodden under foot. But there 13 
another perfermance iss destructive to life and 
property afd perhaps more Interesting than 
atiything that has been related. The girls also 
eut up abeies and show their agility in various 
ways. They jump upon the smooth surface of 
the tombstoaes end go through a regular course 
of acting. They shuffle, dance a jig, bow and 
scrape, just as if they were On the stage ofa 
theater. One at a time will poise herself on 
one foot, and, with the

round with such rapidity that her elothes can 
ecarcely keep up with the body. Had she » suit- 
able costume, one would sappose that a member 
of the “Black Crook’ company was irsing to 
re:urrcit the merits of that play and reproduce 
them In “:be city of the dead.”’

The picture of the famoustrip of the repre- 
sentatives to the Grand Lodge across the conti- 
pent to bold its meeting In San Fraacisco heid 
the audience in breathless suspense. In Sep- 
tember, 1868, it was proposed that the Grand 
Lodge should ext assemble In San Francisco, 
ard the proposi ton wasat first treated asa jest. 
The California lodges propo:ed to bear the ex- 
penses ofthe ré¢ presentatives from Omaha across 
apd return,.and it was accepted on condition 
that;the Pacific ratiroad should be completed by 
that time. 

Hence, 1p September, 1869, the delegate:, 175 
1p all. including those from Canada, met iaChl- 
cago, and, after an ovation there, took a special 
‘rato fer Omaha, at wa'ich city arriviag, 
were met by a committee who afforded th -m ey- 
ery comiort and convenience during (their stay. 
Every State, with the sipgle exception of Ver- 
mont, was represented in this delegation, with 
wenty-Dve ladies in company, the wives and 
daug bters of the delegates. On the night of Sept. 
10, 10 o’clock, they left Omaba in palace cars, 
bandsomely carpetted, with a commissary car 
attached, and a distance of 2,000 miles to be tra- 
versed. They soon entered Platt Valley, i:s vast 
tracts of rich land spreading like a green carpet 
on eflther hand, and all within was a joyful 
scene ag they sped over the broad hunting- 
grounds of the savages. Gradually next morn- 
ing the train commencec to ascend the great 
slope of tbe Rocky mountains, and, passing 
through Wyoming, cheer a‘ter cheer went up at 
Cheyenne, with good wisbes for the safety 
and happiness of the company. Ths magnifi- 
cent snow-capped peaks, rising from 4,000 to 
6,C00 fet, and between lake and valley reflected 
like mirrors, made a thrilling scene. At last 
they near the extreme hight, and shawls and 
overcoats are donned, till Noatiy they look dowa 
over the world around from an ¢l.va'lou of 8.200 
feet above the level of tbe sea—having made a 
gradual ascent of only ninety feet to the mille.

Tbe North German Gazette makes the fol- 
lowing remarks with regard to the war mate- 
rial wiicb France bought in this country: 
“Every medal «bas ite reverse, says the 
proverb, and we bave just been assured that 
the matenél so liberally supplied to Frauce 
during the late war by American specolators, 
and about which German journals so often 
removstrated, did us littie harm and our ene- 
mies os little good.
